Seta Aside Big Sums 
Received 
from 
H unters’ License Act.

Over half a million dollars has been 
set aside by State T reasurer 
Young 
from the general funds of the 
State 
T reasury as special funds established 
by the last Legislature, all to 
be de­ 
voted to game purposes and 
payment 
of bounties for 
the 
killing 
of 
de­ 
structive animals and birds. 
The money set aside in the last few 
days is all 
revenue 
from 
hunters* 
licenses. 
The sum of 
$303,200 
was 
allotted for game preserves, 
feeding, 
protection, distribution, purchase and 
propagation of gam e and $240,320 to 
reimburse counties for bounties 
paid 
for noxious animals and birds. 
These 
two sums represent the income

hunters’ licenses prior 
to 
April 
15 
1915. The revenue from such licenses 
received since April Iii will be put in- 
‘o a fund subject to appropriation by 
the next Legislature.

DEFEATS 
CZAR'S 
ARMY 


Muscovites Make Sortie From Kovno 
and Are Repulsed, Losing 1000 Men 


to Germans. 
London, Aug. 16.—Having recovered 
from tha check inflicted on his last 
week by the Russians, General von 
Buelow, commanding that portion ot 
the army of Field Marshal von Kin 
ilenburg operating to the west of the 
liver Dvinsk, again has taken the of­ 
fensive, aud, according to the official 
tepoit published by Berlin, has beaten 
tbs Russians in a battle in the vicinity 
of Kubisko and pushed them back in 
a northeasterly direction, taking over 
2000 prisoners. 
To the south before Kovno the Rus­ 
sians, according to the same source 
of Information, made an unsuccessful 
sortie from Kovno, which the Der 
mans are now approaching. 
In the Polish sector the various Ger­ 
man armies are slowly drawing in 
their line and advancing from the 
northwest and south on Brest-Litovsk. 
While they continue to take compare 
lively small groups of prisoners they 
make no claim to the capture of ar 
lidlery or tasty, which is considered 
by military observers as a fair indi­ 
cation that Grand Duke Nicholas ar­ 
mies continue their orderly retreat 
and that for a long time to come will 
be able t o 'prevent the Germans from 
detaching any part of their army for 
large ventures elsewhere. 
The official statement issued in Ber­ 
lin by the Germans war office #%7** 
[ “The army group of Field Marshal 
von Hindenburg'e troops under Gon­ 
ers! von Buelow. have driven the Rus­ 
sians near Kubisko in a northeasterly 
direction. They captured four officers 
and 2350 men and took one machine 
gun. 
A Russian sortie from Kovno 
was repulsed. One thousand prisoners 
fell into our hands.

Greece, Serbia and Rumania that they

Bulgaria 'has presented to the allied 
powers a statement of her demands, 
with a notice that she is uot willing 
to debate the terms. 
This notice has 
been transmitted to both Serbia and 
Greeter witb an Intimation from the 
allies that both nations are expected 
to grant the Bulgarian requests so 
mat an early solution may be had of 
the larger issues involved In the war. 
A large army of Austrians and Ger­ 
mans has been massed near Ostrova, 
Hungary 
A part of this force con 
slats of troops taken from tile War­ 
saw battle front. 
The point of con­ 
centration selected is near the June 
lion of the Rumanian, Hungarian and 
Serbian boundary lines. 
Toe Serbian 
army, which twice succeeded in ex­ 
pelling the Austrians from Serbian 
territory, has not been sent to extern 
five entrenched positions just inside 
the Serbian line to meet the menace 
of tile German forces. 
It is probable that the Teutonic 
commanders 
have 
assembled 
their 
large forces near Oetrova to be pre 
pared tor a declaration of war by KU 
mania, in view of reports from Rome 
that Rumania was seconding the et 
torts of the allies to force Greece and 
Serbia to make terms with Bulgaria. 
Russia is understood to have agreed 
to give Rumania a wide area of terrl 
tory now held by Russia, but which 
Rumania asserts rightly belongs to 
her. 
The Rumanian army has been part 
ly mobilized and four divisions of the 
reserves have been called to the col­ 
ors. 
It is stated that Rumania can 
put 600,000 well trained men Into the 
field within a short time if she de 
cides to enter the war.

The motile power was provided by 
a screw, which was operated by a 
treadmill, aud the tip or down motion 
was achieved by shifting water in lon­ 
gitudinal tanks by means of pistons. 
At the bow was a bomb or torpedo 
containing fifty pounds of j st waler, and 
neai It were two heavy india rubl*er 
gloves, bv means v t which a man in­ 
side tin* vessel could teach out ami 
fasten the liomb to tile bottom or side 
of a ship. To purify tin* air Hauer ar­ 
ranged long pipes, which were quite 
effective iii revivifying tile stale air 
tor a short time.

government supplied 
him with a crew of eighteen men. who 
were to make a trial trip with him, 
hut on Ids first descent they were so 
alarmed as to Is* useless, and when 
the Liable Marin rose again to the sur­ 
face they cried. “ Praise la* to God!”
